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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

In response to the amendment filed 8/3/2004, claims 1, 10, 23, and 26 are amended and 
claims 8-9 and 54-57 are cancelled. Claims 1, 5-7, 10-15, 19-53, 58-60, and 64 are pending. 



Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the drawings fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.84. The hand drawn drawings are 
difficult to read and have numerous copy marks. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a 
competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no 
longer prepares new drawings.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 5-7, 10-15, 19-53, 58-60, and 64 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 5-7, 10-13, 37-47, and 58-59 were previously indicated as allowable subject to 
correction of antecedent basis problems. These problems are now corrected, so the claims are 
allowed. See the reasons for allowance in the Office Action mailed 5/21/2004. 

Claims 14-15, 19-22, 30-36, and 60 were previously allowed. See the reasons for 
allowance in the Office Action mailed 5/21/2004. 
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Regarding claims 23-29, 48-53, and 64 applicants arguments filed 8/3/2004 are wholly 
persuasive as to the previous rejections of these claims. As these references appear to be the most 
relevant prior art, the claims are allowable for the reasons given by the applicant.
